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Let battle commence 


‘This Sunday's Canadian Grand Prix is perhaps a fitting venue 
to herald the arrival of the American foray into the infinitely 
competitive world of modern Grand Prix racing when the 
Parnelli and Penske teams take to the track and join their 
counterparts Shadow. 


The magnetic pull of the European-based road circuit has 
at last managed to tempt the American away from his oval 
bowl. Consequently, what they are about to discover will 
surely determine whether their stay is indeed long enough 
for them to reap the beneficial gains achieved through 
success and the glory that goes with it 


Ever since Dan Gurney folded his All American Racers 
European Grand Prix programme at the end of 1968, the 
only American interest in Formula 1 under the current 
regulations has been through the American “superdriver" 
like Mario Andretti, Peter Revson, Mark Donohue and George 
Follmer, the latter getting his chance through the newly 
formed American-financed British-managed UOP Shadow 
team last year. It’s the American system which has pre- 
vented a greater engineering integration between “them” and 
“us,” a totally different outlook towards formula racing which 
is reflected in their own particular structure of the sport. 
There seemed no encouragement to involve Europe. By self- 
containing their interests between the East and West Coasts, 
Europe had to travel to them. The appalling lack of foresight 
angled towards the future and the inevitable confrontation 
with the European style of racing seemed oblivious to the 
“red neck.” An American either spent his career hurtling 
around an asphalt bowl like a rock on the end of a piece of 
string at speeds far beyond one’s capabilities or disappeared 
into obscurity. 


Mark Donohue is one such American driver who realises 
that the ultimate goal in motor sport is Grand Prix racing, 
be it as a driver or on an engineering level. Perhaps it is the 
ever growing influx of foreigners that visit American soil 
and put everything into perspective that has changed their 
way of thinking. Parnelli Jones and Vels Meletich, patrons 
of the new Vel's Parnelli F1 car have been staunch supporters 
of USAC. The engineering challenge of Formula 1 has infil- 
trated into their particular way of thinking. Grand Prix 
racing is the ultimate challenge. 


Ironically enough, all three of the American teams who 
will be competing at Mosport this weekend have employed 
British designers and persuaded European trained mechanics 
to work for them. The stars and stripes might be adorned 
upon the bodywork but that, at this stage, is only the icing 
on the cake. The gauntlet has been lying on the ground long 
enough. Now the challenge has been accepted. We hope 
they're in for a surprise

NORISRING 


Stuck outlasts the Capris

The annual “200 Mellen von Nuri

The works Ford outfit parked 
under some shady boughs, emptying out two 
Works ‘Capri RS3100s" for Niki Lauda and 
Toine Hezemans, while the striped, white 
wagons from Munich parked further down, 
disgorging two black, striped beauties for 
Hans Stuck and Derek Bell. George Loos 
brought along. three works assisted Porsche 
Carreras for Rolf Stommelen, Tim Schenken 
and Herbie Muller, Arch rival Erwin Kremer 
had two Samson-backed Carreras for Hans 
Heyer and John Fitzpatrick, plus the Camel 
backed "73 car for Paul Keller. Siggi Mueller 
and Werner Schommers had their Alpina 
coupes while Waltraud Odenthall was joined 
in Capri RS2600 by one Vern Schuppan, 
having his first saloon ride in the Gerstmann 
car.

Overnight rain cleared up on the Saturday 
morning, but it remained cloudy though warm, 
Until the afternoon when the sun reappeared. 
The cooler morning session produced the 
times, for the heat later in the day caused 
brake cooling and tyre problems. The very 
bumpy track was also coated in oll. The big 
headache at the Norisring is brakes, for the 
clreuit Is basically two straights joined by a 
hairpin at each end, plus an ess in the middle 
Of the back straight. For 15-20 seconds on 
feach lap, the brakes receive no cooling air, 
but Ford produced a trump card here by 
developing ‘a water cooling system to work 
fon the discs. The works BMWs had the Teldix 
‘anti lock system, but this made no difference 
to heat busld up which was around 700 plus 
while Ford were running under 500. Dieter 
Basche on the GS 2002 adapted an electrical 
fan to cool the calipers explaining it, “We 
bring air to the calipers, as it is essential to 
keep the fluid temperature down.” The works 
‘coupés used the same principle but with one 
fan front and rear. Ford had also passed on 
the water cooling for use on the Escorts in 
fan effort to beat Obermoser and secure the 
jonal championship, the system incidentally 
only working on the front brakes as it is 
necessary 10 carry 20 litres of water for 
these alone 

‘Stuck seemed to have his way early on, but 
no sooner had he done the fastest time than 
Hezemans went out in the Capri to grab pole 
with # 57.4 s lap, a half second better than 
Hans, with Lauda equalling that time later. 
Behind came five Carreras, showing that they 
were on a par, with Stommelen managing 58.1 
's in the leading Gelo/Polifac car. Watching at 
the hairpins, the Carreras with their 917 
developed discs and rear engines far more 
Stable, braking later and getting round with 
lees fuss than the coupes and Capris which 
were hopping and cocking wheels at crazy 
angles. 

‘Ten laps was usually enough for most 


‘drivers to find their brakes going spongy 
with the heat, though the Capris never lost 
Fight through’ thanks to the water cooling. 
The Loos Carreras were untroubled, Muller 
using some special pad compound from the 
turbo 917 and reckoning to go through the 
practice ard races on possibly one set of 
pads; others would be lucky to make one 
Face! Though few drivers improved on their 
afternoon times, Reinhardt Stenzel in his 
Moritz Foto Quelle Carrera did speed up to 
take fifth fastest on 58.2 5, before suffering 
2 puncture and damaged body work, This 
guy is very press-on having left the record 
in the equivalent race last year at 58.0 s 
dead, but he has an unfortunate habit of 
crashing. 
Lauda, who looked fast in’ the morning 
reckoned there was more to come, but after 
@ couple of laps in the afternoon, the Capri 
was in the pits with loss of power and a 
misfire, which turned out to be a valve gone, 
possibly due to an ircorrectly fitted camshaft, 
So a new engine was fitted in rapid time. 
Later, in a short untimed sessior, Niki proved 
his point scorching round in 56,9's.

Stommeler. at this point 
had a secure fifth ahead of team-mate Muller, 
‘but at the same time he slowed with the clutch 
slipping and the oversteering Muller flashed 
through. Heyer was some way behind, but

1 think several drivers who could have 
shown promise may well have dropped out of 
‘sight, To cite an example, may I take the 
feigning European Formula SuperVee cham: 

Having seen 
him race over the past couple of seasons, 1 
have come to regard him as a driver with 
talent. He's suffered badly this year, the year 
in which he should have established himself 
by not being able to organise himself a worthy 
F2 ‘drive.

Though the car 
was still driveable afterwards they were well 
oul. Tony Pond nearly suffered a major di 
aster on this narrow stage when sill play.ng 
himself in on some very grippy new Goodyear 
racers of a type also used by Sclater, Rockey. 
Faulkner, Hill and Rosemary. Smith. Pond 
just could not swing the Opel about in his 
usual style and found himself on two wheels 
as often as not. After a patcicular series of 
yumps on Brandywell he found himself 3 ft 
Off line after a flying brow and he just could 
not understand why the car had. careered 
Off the bank and straightened up without going 
into a very big accident. Also in bother here 
was Derek Boyd, his car flooding out after 
the ford. John Bioxham's rally lasted no fur- 
ther than three stages when he was forced out 
with a bent steering rack, not an unfamiliar 
problem with the Dolomite and thought due 
to some strange geometry when side force, 
yumps, and steering angles all work to send 
‘undue’ strain to the steering 

After the first batch of stages the Passches 
were already showing a clean pair of heels 
on the dry tar going to the quickest Escorts 
and not just with sheer power and traction. 
The Porsches enjoy superior braking, espect 
lly during hard downhill slowing, the Escoris 
tending to hop and weave about by compart. 
son. Even scill the top Escorts were well 
placed and both Boyds were well placed after 
four stages with Adrian fifth and Derek sixth. 
‘Though a cow on the stage, of all reasons, 
caused a cancellation later on in the rally, 
there were reports of such a phantom beast 
running along the fifth cage, against the 
traffic by all accounts, too. The stage did have 
to be cancelled as it turned out, because of 
a mopped clock. 

Russell Brookes had his exhaust manifold 
break after six clages and for much of the 
rest of the rally he suffered from a subse: 
quent loss of power and erratic running. The 
action of part two started soon after, mid: 
night with 19 stages never separated by much 
more than 20m and road time was still ata 
Premium — time being the reason for Derek

Boyd's retirement on the first section with 
too many service items putting the car oil. 
Most crews were generally finding that once 
a few minutes were taken in this way it wi 
virtually impossible to take any time Back.

BMW Turbo not £0 suffer such a fate afcer a 
fuel pipe leaked on the fourth stage, Injebreck, 
the car running dry after the stage. Refilled, 
the car again ran dry but this time on a stage, 
the crew luckily able to cruise to the finish 
and have the pipe repaired before the second 
part of the night 


The high pressure night stages saw several 
more cars in trouble. Gerry. Marshall was 
getting down to the business of this sort of 
rallying well when he suffered a brake disc 
split around its circumference. Apart from this 
he had been experiencing brake problems 
which were to last right through with incon: 
sistent front balance. Chris Sclater was driv. 
Ing the Violet most impressively. Very, very 
quick when the road allowed some speed to 
be built up but the ultimate lack of bhp was 
working against the relatively heavy car and 
was telling on the tighter sections when only 
the Carreras and quickest Escorts could make 
full use of any short sprints, Sclater also suf- 
fered a stop of a couple of minutes on Cur. 
ragh with a detached coil lead, though in the 
morning he still held a good top 10 placing, 
thanks to the consistency of his drive 

Rosemary Smith's run ‘came to an end in 
the Swedish-Opel after 15 stages with cylinder 
head gavket failure precipltating a split man 
fold. Russell Brookes had his alternator pack 
up and he had to contend with dimming Hebts 
while Chris Lord (Wallace Arnold Viva) had 
to retire with such a problem when he lost 
17m after 14 stages were under bis belt, 
changing the wnit and running out. of time. 
Adrian Boyd's progress was delayed when a 
carburetter float holed and caused a rough: 
running problem, the car staggering along with 
varying numbers of cylinders fring. Plu 
were changed after the ninth stage as this 
was thought to be the problem after experienc- 
ing some pre-rally mis-firing; the carb dis- 
covery being made after the following 
stage and fixed after the 11th. Boyd was,also 
not happy with the rear brakes 

At the front of things McCartney and 
Curley were still quite untroubled and com: 
peting between themselves to take fastest

Denny Hulme’s views 


“Al the end of 1973 when McLaren decided to 
ign up Emerson, he said that he wanted a lot 
Of experience in the car and as the team was 
very happy to have him to do all the testing, 
Twent home to New Zealand and left Emer: 
son {0 carry on with the sorting at Paul Ricard 
and various other circuits. Consequently 
had nothing to do with the ‘74 version of 
the car, The first time 1 drove it was at 
Buenos Aires in Argentina, As you know, I 
won there and the car performed very well 
In the race. Argentina is a particularly smooth 
sort of a circuit and the car was very good in 
the slow comers and not very good in the fast 
‘ones, But just before the race I adjusted the 
front wings and the car didn't understeer so 
much in the big fast corners down the back 
straight. One by one I passed everybody until 
T arrived in second position. Then, of course, 
Carlos struck his bad luck, but for me it was a 
very good race. 

“Then we went on to Sao Paulo and Inter: 
Ingos and there the car was the most ter 
rible thing I have ever driven. It was really 
‘@ bad car. I couldn't understand why 1 was 
‘s0 much slower than everybody else. I think 
some of it was due to the way the car had 
Been set up, because Emerson had made all 
the tests, and some of it was due {0 the 
tyres and the way they were working 

“In South Africa I remember that it felt 
reasonably good and I thought I would go 
lot quicker. We actually changed the car and 
made it Into a medium-wheelbase set-up as 
opposed to having the — long-wheelbase 
arrangement. We'd been extremely rapid the 
year before with the same set-up. Well, we 
had a lot of problems and in desperation the 
night before the race we just changed the car 
completely. We went back to the long wheel. 
base, changed the nose, etc. During the race 
morning's unofficial practice the car felt quite 
good and I hoped to have a good chance of a 
Fesult. During the race, however, it wasn't 
to be, The car understeered and oversteered 
with a lot of vibrations from the tyres and 
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Various other things 

“At Jarama I became quite happy with the 
car. At long last we had had enough practice 
time and the twisty circuit was consistent 
enough for me to make the changes and find 
Out the direction in which to go. Prior to that, 
the M23 had been set up rather as Emerson 
had wanted and, obviously, he has some 
completely different techniques. T have always 
been lucky to have driven in teams, like Brab- 
ham for instance where however Jack set the 
car up, 1 could drive it. When Revson came 
to McLaren he could drive my car and I could 
Virtually drive his. Now, as for Emerson, he 
has completely different ideas and techniques 


He likes to drive it more on the throttle 
with the tyres sliding, whereas I'd sooner 
have it slightly understeering. So the con: 


trast is completely different 
After the Spanish Grand Prix I felt a bit 
happier having adapted to the new car. Maybe 
T'should have done some of the testing, but 
I was enjoying my holidays ! Since then, how 
ever, I've been scratching around in midfield 
with a car which has a lot of problems We 
had tyre vibrations at various times and 1 
haven't finished where I think T ought 10 have 
finished. For some reason I've come across 
various cars during the race which I've not 
been able to get by. I can lap much quicker 
than them but I haven't got the necessary 
‘edge in traffic. Therefore it doesn't allow me 
to overtake without putting myself in a very 
dangerous position. I think I've been around 
racing long enough to know when it's better 
to back off and finish than end up in a heap 
of junk at the side of the race track 
felt very happy with the car at Dijon. To 
me it was working very well, probably better 
than any other car on the track, but I needed 
fa clear track every lap to make any upward 
progress. I'd elected to run a lot of wing 
On the back to get the necessary speed on to 
the pit straight. But once I got halfway down 
the straight the wing of course became a 
problem 
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The M23 has of course changed during the 
year, although it's difficult for me to explain. 
‘At Brands Hatch we had another revised car 
‘The same chassis but with different suspen- 


‘As for Mike's Yardley M23, he and Phil 
Kerr set the car up differently from the Texa- 
co Marlboro McLaren. Their car was very 
good on odd occasions. They are a one-man 
band, 30 they concentrate only on Mike's car, 
whereas with two cars in a team like us, you 
must divide your attentions between what 
Emerson has and I have. This creates cer. 
tain problems. Emerson Is obviously No 1. He 
is near the top of the World Championship 
fand the usual things seem to happen. 1 don't 
have the T-car when I need to. They sit and 
wait for Emerson and every time I drive 
Emerson's car I think It's a bucket of shit. 
Ican't drive the way he drives so conse- 
quently Emerson's T-car is really no good for 
me. The other day I drove Emerson's car and 
It really was terrible compared to my own 
car. 1 really need a T-car whereas Emerson 
has 4 T-car, Mike has a T-car and 1 have 
nothing. I get what Emerson's left over. 

"As for the anti-squat problems we've en- 
countered, this stems back from the fact that 
T know what tyres 1 want. But this year I 
haven't tested at all with Goodyears, so 1 
haven't. come across a tyre that I prefer. 
Lotus, Emerson and Jody have done the test: 
ing. T'ye always said that with the M23 we 
mustn't muck around with the front tyres but

Ail through the year Goodyear always im 
proved front tyres and 1 can't drive with an 
Oversieering car. 1 need better rear tyres. 
So, because the car was oversteering all the 
time, we needed to do something about the 
anti-squat characteristics, We put on the antl: 
squat and, for me, It made no difference if it 
was “up” or “down.” The problems still 
existed so my car has the radius arm in the 
proper designed position. 1 have never lifted 
mine “up all through ‘the season, whereas 
Emerson and Mike have had ( "up" oF 
“down” nearly all the time, 1 could never 
tell the difference If 1¢ was "up" or " down, 
so I left it in the standard position at Zand. 
Yoort and because I was a little bit faster, 
they changed Emerson's car to my configura: 
tion. From then onward we have done away 
with all this anti-squat 

During this year, at some circuits, 1 tried 
the short-wheelbase set-up while at others 1 
chose to iry the long one. Bmerson had said 
that during testing, the long-wheelbase 
was quicker down the straight, The reason the 
car's faster is because the wing is farther from 
the engine, so maybe the air is clearer over 
the wing. ‘This is one reason why we run 
the long-wheelbase set-up. - 

I'think that now Goodyear have produced 
a better rear tyre, the front is probably 
okay. I think that’s what the big change has 
been about because 1 screamed at all of them 
at the beginning of the year to change the 
front tyres which were then perfectly good for 
Ferrari, Niki liked it. Thea around Zandvoort 
1 found the tyre which I said was “fantastic.” 
Niki liked it too. It was a smaller diameter. 
Now everyone has gone back to this smaller 
front tyre which they were going away from! 
Now after Monza I'm very happy with the 
wwres and car.”

Gordon Coppuck’s analysis 


When you start to draw a new car, you 
have to listen to the driver. He can teil you 
what was wrong or good with the old car. 
You especially need to have confidence in 
fhim like he has confidence in you. Anc.her 
thing that you have to consider are the *yres 
‘as they become always more important in the 
balance of the car. You have to consider first 
of all their evolution. They change quicker 
than you, You can design che car on the tyres 
that are ‘available today but when you have 
finished the car, you have to recheck with 
any new designs and sometimes end up by 
modifying your work yet again. In the M23

‘When I viarted to draw the M23, one of the 
first things I wanted to bave in our new car 
‘was minimum aerodynamic drag. Consequently 
the car had to have good features <0 enable 
us £0 extract maximum efficiency frum the 
wings. Then it was a question of centring 
the weight around the centre of gravity. 1 
gave the car deformable structures and kept 
the same suspension from the M19, which 
had been very good. That's the M23. 

The original design cf the M23 when it 
first came out wasn't any longer than 
the M19. It had a long bellhousing bu: the 
same wheelbase. It’s only this year that it has 
become Jonger. We don’t think the dimension 
of the wheelbase is important but it’s the 
way you distribute the weight within the 
design. You can use a shorver wheelbase at 
some circuits if you want to. What is impor- 
tant is to have a mass thac coincides with 
the C of G of the ear. 

The front suspension is basically that of 
Ralph Bellamy’s M19 design. It was very good 
and the advantage of it was by arresting the 
car over any bumps. On a conventional set- 
up, you have a bump rubber that compresses 
‘and when it happens to go solid, it’s easy 
to understand that you lose out on any sus- 
pension travel. This type of suspension under 


breaking becomes progressively stiffer and 
reduces the car's tendency to dip under brak- 
ing. The most significant aspect is that the 
suspension never goes actua‘ly solid, 
very easy to change for any 
fn at any circuit.

Junction with a particular type of tyre which 
Goodyear produced a: that time, If, in a race, 
you can't undersiand clearly whether an item 
is giving you a real advantage, it's important 
to decide which and what will give you the 
best in future development, 

An example of this was the dow-slung rear 
wing which we tested at Nivelles, Dijen and 
Norburgring. I's obvious that by having it 
hung down there, there's a lot of turbulance, 
but we wanted to know exactly how much 
and if there was something to be gained by 
Putting it in this position. The 1974 wing 
regulations meant that we had to put ours 
forward by about six inches. The lors was 
minimal but we attempted to go around thi 
regulation by hanging the wing as far back 
13 we wanted, below the line of the rear 
wheels. The end result in an effort to get 
more air on to the rear wing was to adopt 
new airbox and modify the intake trumpets 
on the engine. 

Now we have modified both the front and 
rear suspension. We've changed the front by 
incorporating the upright and linkage com- 
pletely inside the wheel which obviously 
makes the steering lighter. At the rear we' 
changed the geometry by fitting two parellel 
lower links instead of our characteristic 
triangular wishbone. The main reason why 
we did it is in fact for practicality. With In- 
board discs you can't have a wishbone at a 
point higher than the disc, so you have to 
try other ways and parallel links are a good 
alternative, despite being heavier than. the 
wishbone. With twin parallel links, you don't 
ket, any bumpsteer. 

‘At the moment our M23 has the longest 
wheelbase. I prefer to have this large spi 
between the engine and the rear wheels 
though Derek Gardner, designer of the Tyrrel 
does not. He prefers a longer monocoque. 
Naturally it depends on what you want to 
‘obtain. I know that with my theory you have 
a very gentle chassis. It doesn’t put the power 
down very well, unlike the Tyrrell, but it 
breaks away very quickly. The M23 is much 
less brutal since it doesn't put the power down 
very well. In fact the M23 doesn't go away 
from the corner very quickly but you can 
approach far quicker than the Lotus, Tyrrell 
‘and Brabham.

Road test

The improved quality and finish of the Jensen-Healey 


When Avrosrort was young, most of the cars 
I tested were open sports two-seaters. There 
was the Allard, the Frazer-Nash, the HRG, 
the Jowett Javelin, the Sunbeam-Talbot, and 
many, many more, Nowadays, open cars are 
rare indeed, though it is not so long ago that 
young men who drove saloons were called 

Whether it's the recent attitude of the 


Insurance companies or the deteriorating 
climate of successive British summers, 1 know 
nict. The fact remains that nobody can make 


a living any more by selling sports cars in 
this country and you can only grow rich by 
exporting them to the States. The Americans 
used to make splendid cars called " roadsters,” 
which suited the climate of much of their 
country admirably. Having unwisely stopped 
making such cars tnemselves, they still hanker 
after them and buy British sports cars instead. 
The Jensen-Healey is built for the American 
market where it sells like hot cakes. if it were 
made only for the tough British sports car 
man, it would probably have a more compact 
body and a shorter bonnet. Though it looks 
roadster than racer, it has a very 
advanced engine, designed and built by Lotus. 
With twin belt-driven camshafts and four 
valves per cylinder, it gives good fuel economy 
and a remarkably clean exhaust, while its 
120 mph maximum is more than Americans 
dare use, unless they want to “tell it to the 
judge” next morning 
T enjoy a good open car as much as anyone 
and I looked forward to blowing away the 
‘cobwebs when the Jensen-Healey came along 
for ‘test. Unfortunately, the weather was 
frightful throughout the week when I” had

the car and I never got an opportunity to put 
he hood down. Nevertheless, the weather 
ecticn is up to saloon standards and the 
interior is very comfortable, which makes 
driving through deluges less irksome than it 
might be.

The back axle of 
the new one was much quieter at low speeds, 
though the gearbox could still be heard. The 
engine is quieter, too, though it is still pretty 
nolsy at maximum revs—obviously, the sound 
level would be considerably reduced with the 
hood down. Externally, the exhaust is well 
silenced, thus avoiding unwelcome attention.

After a lot of traffic work, the sparking plugs 
‘are found to be fouled when the country Is 
regained, though this does not affect starting 
‘nOF normal motoring below 5000 rpm. A real 
good speed burst invariably clears the insula- 
tors, when the unit will willingly spin up to 
the red mark at 7000 rpm. 

‘With this wide rev range, there is no need 
for a fifth speed. An axle ratio has been chosen 
that keeps the revs well below the red in top 
gear, while high-speed cruising at over 100 
mph would be possible, except for the noise 
made by the hood fabric. The claimed maxi- 
mum of 120 mph is obtainable on a long 
straight, but about 110 mph would be top 
whack with the hood down.

John Taylor took the first of his two BTDs 
in'the next run, driving really hand and fast, 
chased at first by Waldegaard’s Porsche which 
was taken by the hard-charging Saab of 
Eklund, and then ‘spun off into retirement at 
Fits, 80 Eklund came home for second and 
12 ‘points in fourth position and Herbert 
Grunsteidl finished ninth with seven points 
for his third. place. 

‘The final race of the first runs was ted 
by Jan de Rooy initially and after he had 
retired Hubert Katzian's VW at Chessons 
on tap one, Stig Blomqvist closed on the Daf 
taking him at Chessons on lap three. As de 
Rooy- tried to get back at Pits, he spun the 
car like so many others and retired, so Blom- 
Qvist picked up second BTD for the run, while 
championship leader Wurz followed him home 
in modest fashion for eight points. The first 
runs were concluded by a single run by Hugh 
Weldon who drove well and fast considering 
the lack of opposition to score five points for 
Mth 

The next runs began with an unfortunate 
accident to Brian Stabler’s Mini which had 
alrendy retired in the first run. As he and 
John Welch (Escort) approached Chessons, 
Welch started to go ‘straight on, hemming in 
Stabler who didnt stop quickly enough and 
‘went straight over the edge of the bank on to 
the circuit’ below, fortunately without injury, 
although it looked spectacular. Funnily 

ough, Welch had joked in the Paddock 
that he'd nudge off Stabler if he led. 

‘Although in a heat and with little opposi 
tion, Ron Dougias showed the potential of 
his new car by taking an early lead off Keith 
Fowler's Mini to score an untroubled win and 
take his first two championship points for 
14th place. The points scorers’ runs kicked 
off with a double heat (eight cars) out of 
which Rod Chapman retired early on from 
the first with an unconnected propshaft, and 
Streat and Katzian (again) retired from the 
Second after an incklent at Chessons, After 
two laps the whole thing was stopped for a 
restart. Waldegaard, who had been leading 
anyway, took this one barely from Riefel 
and Neger, the former scoring 11 points for 
fifth fastest, while in the other heat, Wheldon 
spun out of the lead allowing Airey to win 
and take seven points and ninth position in 
the run although he nudged the bank on 
finishing. 

‘The next one was Harry de Rooy’s all the 
way after taking the lead at Chessons on che 
first lap, taking sixth position for the run 
with 10''points, from Grunsteidl while Angel 
squeezed one point by taking Deladriere on 
the Jast lap at Chessons. It was the champion. 
ship leader all the way in his unflustered style 
for the next race, but behind him, Per Eklund 
had Mick Bird putting on a superb show 
taking and retaking one another all round the 
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course, and Eklund being quite restrained with 
the ttle Mini, and he finally pulled up to 
the leader at the end, nearly getting by on 
the last straight, Wurz taking 14 points for 
second BTD and Eklund taking 12 for fourth 
BTD. Bird, too, took points but fourth man 
Teurlings, who had an early sideways moment, 
failed to score, 

And s0 to the final heat of the second 
runs: Taylor took the early lead but along 
the Canterbury Straight on the first lap, Jan 
de Rooy did a major leaning manoeuvre on 
the Escort for about 200 yards but finally 
lost it completely at Pits on the first tap, 0 
Taylor was allowed to put up his second BTD 
without further competition. Behind. John 
Smith followed him home for his second third 
BTD, while Jan de Rooy finally took a re- 
strained Stig Blomqvist, who had a stick pro. 
truding from his radiator grill, for third ‘and 
seventh BTD. At this stage, Taylor had 30 
points, Smith, 26; Eklund, 24;  Blomavist, 
22, equal with Wurz, 

‘Then there were just the final runs. Trevor 
Reeves hauled himself and his Mini into the 
points with a quick run beating Will Gollop 
to score 2 points for 13th BTD of the run, 
and George Warren picked up four points a 
race later by beating Edgar Wellens’ similar 
Escort. It was in this race that Barry Hatha. 
way mildly collided with Guy Deladriere at 
Pits, side-swiping the VW which was enough 
to completely dislodge a rear wheel of the 
Mini so that it wasn't anywhere near the 
ground. However, the driver had. no. indica 
Hon of such a happening until mid-way 


through Chessons when he discovered he was 
no longer four-wheeled but a tricycle! 

In the next doublé heat Rod Chapman, 
having only Wheldon to run against, weaved 
his way through the previous heat to excel- 
lent effect to score BTD of that run. In fact 
the first heat was fast, too, too fast for 
Harald Neger who was ‘in second when he 
came off allowing Cees Teurlings to take 
second BTD in tiis VW from David Angel's 
open-doored Mini which picked up seven 
points. Grundsteidl took the next race with- 
out being challenged although he spun across 
the line, but this in no way hindered his 
third BTD for the run and although we didn't 
know it, the BTDs were already well sewn 
up. Airey and Bird diced for second place, 
Airey finishing just one place higher than 
Bird for the BTD honours for that run again, 
excellently, in the top 10. 

Although Bjorn Waldegaard gave Wurz a 
hefty nerf at Chessons on lap one of the 
next heat, it was to no avail because they 
Were all called back for a restart on this the 
penultimate race, Instead, Wurz delayed him- 
Self getting a grand wobbly under accelera 
tion from the start, so it was Jan de Rooy, 
Waldegaard, Blomqvist and Wurz. This time 
it was Blomqvist who nudged Waldegaard into 
losing his place (sounds like Wimbledon on 
a Saturday night, doesn't it?) and while de 
Rooy took fourth BTD in this slower, all 
nudging round, so Wurz fought up to,” and 
then was overtaken out of second place, 
Blomavist finisting with sixth BTD and the 
vital 10 points that gave him overall honours 
for the day, Waldegaard 3 points behind Wurz 
with six 

‘The final run has already been described, 
the unfortunate one where British hopes took 
soaring rises and crashing falls, as Taylor 
Seemed to be victim of some kind of jinx 
or victimisation from the Dutch and Swede. 
Kt meant disappointment for the crowd as well 
as to Taylor, and the scene in the Paddock 
afterwards Was reminiscent of the last Banger 
race 1 saw with crowbars and hydraulic jacks 
pushing damaged bodywork back into shape 
for the next day,

Moffatt beats Hinde — Chapman's Rallycross — Popular Canford Magna 


Weather drowns out popular Silverstone 


Once again the weather played its all too 
familiar role in the NDRC’s Silverstone drag 
meeting at the weekend, and the large crowd 
who did take a chance 

rain were robbed of what could certainly have 
been the best meeting of the year. 

The highlight of the event was to have 
been he big Top Comp and Funny car eliml- 

lor with the first ever eight car entry. 
saturday, with fine weather all day, produced 
Some pretty sensational times, mostly one at 
@ time, with the fastest of ‘all being Dave 
Stone in his 427 Chev altered at 78's. The 
only other ear into’ the seven was. Leif 
Dabachs’ similarly powered Volvo funny car 
which ran its quickest time yet in England 
at 7,96 5 182 mph. Fellow Swede Roland 
Larson clocked a good 8.54 s in the Canon 
cameras Toyota Chrysler funny, but hit the 

tre lights at the finish and damaged 1 
car beyond immediate repair, also depriving 
the strip of any mph readings for the rest 
of the day. 

Dennis Priddie, hot favourite in the STP 
Avenger went up in smoke at the start, 
kot a bit crossed up towards the Bnish and 
‘shut off to a 9.3 s, but safe enough to quallly 
Ed Shaver took the Castrol Vauxhall to Its 
est yet at 8.56 s to show up as a real threat, 
whilst Mike Hall, after having fitted some 
Rew ported heads to his 392 altered, really 
got going well to an 8.8 » at 177 mph and 
then an 8.63 s without any terminal recorded, 
Dut quite possibly in the 180s. Next to 
qualify was Keith Harvie in the new 
“Americar” Chevy altered, perhaps the most 
immaculate car to appear yet in this country. 
Built essentially as a short wheelbase funny 
with a ""T" body, the car Is equipped with a 
B&B three speed and reverser unit_and has 
clocked 6.9 s on straight methanol. Keith was 
trying the car out and shut off early to record 
a best of 10.0 5. 

The “other new car was Roland Pratt's 
“Revell Hillbillies” Scimitar, the body of 
which dates back some five years or more in 
its original form to the car that Dennis 
Priddle drove to some 17 wins in Top Com: 
petition with a 427 Chev for power, Now fit- 
ted with a 392 and a longer chassis as well 
8 suitable body mods, the car had one of 
two handling problems on its first run, but 
was soon ready for action on Sunday 

In Top Fuel, Dennis Priddle took the other 
Revell car, his rail, to a strong 6.6 s run 
carrying his front wheels for some fifty yards, 
whilst Clive Skilton, driving Revolotion Three 
drove to an easy 7.48, Roz Prior had two un 
lucky runs in the Accles and Pollock car with 
injector troubles on both occasions. 

In ‘Top Dragster, Gerry Andrews led as 
usual with the Stones Injected Chevy, against 
a new threat in the shape of the DB Motors 
backed rear-engined Burrows driven 427, an. 
other car equipped with a Lenco two speed. 
‘Again teething troubles slowed the car to 
212.2 5 on its first run, but judging by the 
standard of finish, it can be relied upon to 
go well within a’ short space of time. Liz 
Burn took her 454 rail to a good 9.5 s, with 
Alan Blount also qualifying with a slow 12.7 5 
with his small block Chev. 

Pro Stock had four entries, Gunne Blacke 
being unable to come in the end, with Adrian 
Yorke quickest at 96s for the ” Brooklyn 
Heavy" car. Colin Mullen was next at 10 5, 
not far ahead of Gary Goggin's 103 s for 
his Camaro. Bo Hollstrom's Swedish Camaro 
was down in the 13 s with engine trouble, 
While leading the SuperStreet classes again 
was Mustapha Erol at 10.8s in his Camaro. 
DLT ran a respectable 11.6 s in the Precision 
‘Tapes Escort, with Johnny Johnson's Swedish 
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‘Vette at 111s Dave Rose swallowed a 
couple of valves in his big Hemi Cuda and 
had to. withdraw from the proposed STP 
Super Car eliminator for Pro and Super class. 

Middie Competetion had the biggest ever 
entry of any competition class with 21 cars 
trying for 16 positions, and it was the 
Swedish 33 Plymouth Chev of Anders Lantz 
driven by Tony Johnson that led with a 
102s Roger Bishop took.“ Stripteaser 
to an 112 8 to be second, with Alan Sher- 
win's Travel Agent blown Jag next at 11.69 s 
John Morton's 350 Chev Firenza was fourth 
at 119 s 

The Swedish entry of Bengt Stafberg also 
topped Senior Comp with a 102 s fr 
hhis injected 427 Chev altered, with Clive 
next at 10.59 s from the carburetted 427 T 
altered. Dick Sharpe was next at 10.99 s in 
his Pontiac A3S, with four more cars to make 
it one of the biggest entries in this class, 
though Lawrence Burn retired with another 
broken half shaft in his 380 Chev/Avenger. 

‘On two wheels the great T. C. Christensen 
unveiled his latest twin Nofton, ran a 9s 
for its first ever clocking, then followed this 
with an 8.8 3 without really extending 

But on Sunday morning all this 
was lost as rain fell st 


ting conditions that have dogged 
them at nearly every meeting, trying to get 
as many spectacular cars out for the long- 
suffering public as possible. 

In the big Competition class, all the runs 
were solo passes as some competitors felt 
that the track was unsafe for two, so that 
the fastest time was to decide the winner 
It must be said that this pparently not 

to all, for after running a 7.9 5 
the yumed was a bye run, 
Dave Stone sat and watched Dennis Priddie 
pip him with a 78 s from the STP funny. 
AS it happened, Stone's steering broke.at the 
fend of the run so that he would not have been 
able to try again anyway, for he certainly 
could have pushed Dennis very hard for the 
low time. Roland Pratt had a blower pulley 
shatter on his attempt, whilst Leif Dabach 
broke his axle on the Volvo. By the time 
some of the cars were readying for second 
runs, the track was slick again and both Keith 
Harvie and Ed Shaver found conditions too 
bad to more than tickle the throttles 

Dennis never got to run his dragster, but 
Clive and Roz came out for the first of a 
round-robin, with Roz anticipating the count- 
down slightly by building the revs early and 
then having to ease off a little to wait for the 
first amber. When the green came she was not 
quite ready and Clive left hard to « 7.2 s, 
shutting down to 167 mph as she chased hard 
to 190 mph in 7.7 8. Gerry Andrews followed 
this with a single run in the Stones Top 
Dragster at 8.19's 172 mph as the only car 
left in the class 

In Senior Competition, Stafberg had a 
bye run to go through, Dick Sharpe took his 
round with an 111 5 against John Dickson's 
11.5 s from his Duckhams/Pop and Olive Page 
ran his best ever at 9.6 5 against Freeman 
Rogers’ 427 Ford/Rochdale. The middle com- 
petition runs that followed were the last of 
the day, with the cars getting more and more 
skittery’ as rain started again. Various other 
racing had taken place, but no finals or even 
semi-finals took place, and in fact there were 
a few finals to be run from the rained-out 
Blackbushe affair that didn’t take place again— 
Prompting some to say that the NRDC will 
need a whole meeting just to finish off all 
the pending races!

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Motor sports centre 
held up by lack 
of site at Basingstoke 


The absence of a suitable site Is holding up 
plans for a permanent road safety training and 
motor sports centre at Basingstoke proposed 
by a local businessman. 

‘The man behind the scheme is Mr Roy 
Adiam, a former Basingstoke garage pro- 
Priecor, who used to compete in’ local auto- 
crosses and sprints and now devotes his spare 
Lime to following his son's activities in motor 
cycle scrambles. 

Fecling there was a need for a permanent 
centre for mezcr sporting events—both for 
cars and motorcycles—he put forward his 
propesal for such a centre in the Basingstoke 
area in January this year 

At that time he had in mind a piece of land 
which has since been made into'a camp site 
by the local council and now the Basingstoke 
District Council is searching for another site 
on Mr Adlam's. behalf 

The area needed—about 60 acres—would be 
too small for a full racing circuit and the 
asscciated car parking required and Mr Adiam 
has pointed out that for financial reasons 
‘ne ccnstruction of even a club circuit would 
M2 out of the question in the  forsceable 
future. 

‘What he proposes is a centre used for road 
tuition in various forms of motor sport for 
safety training during the week—including 
teenagers—which could be used for grass 
track racing, autocrosses, rallycrosses, ‘rally 
stages and motorcycle scrambles and trials at 
weekends 


iS purpose there would need to be 
‘crubland, grass, gravel and tarmac,
